OTHER  HISTORICAL  SURVEY  INFORMATION:  In  1994,  Phil  Tapp 
noted  that  he  accepted  a  fence  post  as  the  South  1/4  corner  of 
Section  34  (Survey  ID  38  -  Instrument  Number  405948).  The 
recorded  survey  drawing  does  not  depict  the  fence  post  or  provide 
dimensions  to  it,  but  BRCJ  provided  a  digital  file  of  the  1994  survey 
and  we  were  able  to  verify  that  the  fence  post  accepted  by  Mr.  Tapp 
is  approximately  119'  east  of  the  found  stone.  After  finding  the  stones 
at  the  North  1/4  corner,  Center-South  1/16  corner,  and  East  1/16 
corner  of  Section  34  and  a  monument  at  the  Lawrence  County 
closing  corner,  we  were  fairly  certain  that  the  fence  post  was  not  the 
corner,  as  it  would  have  resulted  in  a  significant  skew.  The  Tapp 
survey  does  not  appear  to  have  used  the  post  to  establish  anything 
else.

SUPPORTING  EVIDENCE:  Describe  evidence  of  use  and  occupation  such  as 
roads,  fences,  clearings,  timber  cutting  lines,  mow  lines,  plantings,  etc.  Site  source 
of  any  testimony.  I  talked  to  Chris  Riggs  in  February  of  2001  when  I  was 
locating  the  Lawrence  County  closing  corner  to  the  west.  His  dad, 
Earl  Riggs,  built  the  house  north  of  the  found  stone.  Earl  Riggs  is 
deceased,  but  his  property  is  still  in  the  family.  The  Riggs  family 
owns  the  SW1/4  of  the  SE1/4  of  Section  34  and  all  that  part  of  the 
SE1/4  of  the  SW1/4  of  Section  34  lying  east  of  Valley  Mission  Road. 
Chris  told  me  that  he  thought  the  corner  used  to  be  over  by  the  fiber 
optic  vault,  which  is  within  5'  of  the  found  stone.  The  remains  of 
east/west  fence  were  found  about  1 1 '  north  of  the  south  line  of  the 
SE1/4  of  Section  34.  The  Riggs  mow  line  is  just  a  foot  or  two  north  of 
the  found  stone.

I  calculated  a  location  to  look  for  the  monument  based  on  the 
measured  distance  between  the  found  stones  at  CICr_024  and 
CICr_P24  and  I  decided  on  a  search  radius  of  14.9'  around  the 
calculated  point.  I  cleared  brush  and  raked  the  search  area  but  I 
didn't  find  anything.  Then  I  began  probing  at  approximately  3" 
intervals,  working  my  way  west  from  the  calculated  point.  I  worked 
my  way  west  instead  of  east  because  there  are  some  north/south 
fence  remains  on  the  west  side  of  the  Riggs  garage,  and  it  seemed 
like  the  monument  might  line  up  with  them.  I  looked  for  over  2  hours 
(hitting  very  little  rock)  before  I  found  the  stone  0.4'  below  grade  and 
firmly  planted.  The  stone  was  missing  a  flake  off  the  east  side  of  the 
top,  which  I  suspect  was  damage  that  I  caused  while  digging  it  up. 
The  stone  had  a  clear  cut "+"  to  the  north,  west,  and  south,  but  the 
portion  of  the  "+"  to  the  east  was  in  the  flaked  off  area.  I  tested  the 
stone  with  hydrochloric  acid  to  confirm  the  presence  of  carbonate 
minerals.  I  washed  the  stone,  but  I  did  not  find  any  additional 
markings.  When  I  reburied  the  stone  I  found  the  missing  flake.  And 
as  I  suspected,  it  completed  the  missing  portion  of  the 

There  is  a  Lawrence  County  Surveyor  aluminum  surv-kap  19.08' 
north  and  39.95'  west  of  the  stone.  The  Lawrence  County  Surveyor, 
Corey  Allen,  and  the  former  Lawrence  County  Surveyor,  Mike  Arena, 
both  agreed  that  the  stone  we  found  at  this  corner  was  better 
evidence  of  the  section  line  than  the  evidence  that  Mr.  Arena  used  to 
establish  the  Lawrence  County  marker.  Corey  Allen  intends  to  set  a 
new  offset  monument  for  the  Lawrence  County  line,  preserving  the 
surv-kap  as  a  reference  and  a  possible  property  corner. 
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
